Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues that applied art, Delevallee, does not teach the repair sleeve having projections "prior to and during insertion of the repair 
sleeve into a guide thimble." The examiner disagrees. 

First, nowhere do the claims recite said projections being present "prior to and during the sleeve insertion." 

Second, the claims recite "providing a repair sleeve each of the tendons having at least one projection ..." As presently set forth, the 
claims do not define when the repair sleeve and the projections of the tendons have to be "provided." Absent such definition, the examiner 
interprets the term broadly and reads such provision of the tendon projections at any and all times of the process, including the time 
following sleeve installation, as in Delevallee. 

Third, the claims do not recite the process elements as comprising "steps". Accordingly, the process elements can be exercised in such a 
manner that the "inserting the second end of the repair sleeve into the guide thimble" element is performed PRIOR to "providing a repair 
sleeve" element, which is also the case in Delevallee. 

Thus, the above-cited features upon which the applicant relies are not recited in rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in 
light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 
1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Additionally, if said unrecited feature is considered by the applicant to be critical to his invention, then such omission 
would amount to a gap between the essential elements. In this case, the claim(s) would be incomplete and would be rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. See MPEP § 2172.01. 

The other arguments either have no basis and/or already addressed either in the 10/30/08 Advisory action or the 8/20/08 Office action. 
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
